Chicago, May 29.—Governor Henry 
J. Allen* of Kansas, who himself is ex-

general’s nomination will be seconded 
from Colorado by C. J. Moynahan of 
Montrose. 
Governor Allen will pay tribute to 
General Wood as a “native son” 
of 
Kansas, despite the fact that the gen­ 
eral is a New Englander- born 
and 
bred. General Wood is a citizen of the 
state of Kansas by a special act of 
the legislature. 
He commanded the 89th division of 
the national army (Kansas troops) un­ 
til receipt of overseas orders. He was 
removed from command on the 
eve 
of sailing. 
There has been a general marshall­ 
ing of the Wood forces in Chicago for 
the last 24 hours. 
Whether by acci­ 
dent or in response to definite orders, 
most of the leaders in the Wood move- 
j ment have begufl to drift in and it is 
[expected that there will be a confer­ 
ence here tomorrow or Monday.

Syracuse, N. Y., May 29.—Weed’s, 
Inc., Binghamton clothiers, tried in 
United States court here under Jus­ 
tice Martin T. Manton, were found 
guilty on all of eight counts in a fed­ 
eral indictment charging them with 
p«*oflteering.

Wilson 
Endorses Planks 
of Virginia Demo­ 
cratic Party.

Agitation 
For Indescrim- 
inate 
Bonus 
Is 
Deplored. 


Washington, May 29. — In a letter 
made 
public at the White House, 
President Wilson’s idea of the cam­ 
paign issues is outlined. 
The letter 
expresses 
the president’s “full ac­ 
cord’’ with the sentiments contained 
in the platform recently adopted by 
the Virginia Democratic convention. 
The league of nations plank, which 
declared for ratification of the treaty 
of Versailles “without reservations 
which would impair its essential in­ 
tegrity.’’ was particularly commended 
by the president. He also singled out 
for praise the platform’s declarations 
on finance and reconstruction, which 
included a general proposal to revise 
tax laws and deplored agitation for 
“an indiscriminate bonus” for soldiers 
of the great war. 
The letter was addressed to Sena­ 
tor Glass of Virginia, who drafted the 
state 
platform, and its publication 
from the White House generaJly was 
regarded 
as 
forecasting what 
the 
president and his supporters would 
expect to be written into the party’s 
national platform at San Francisco. 
The national platform was not men­ 
tioned 
directly 
by 
the 
president, 
though he wrote that the Virginia 
Democrats had “set forth the attitude 
of the party” on the league of nations 
and other important issues. 
The league plank occupies a large 
place in the Virginia platform, em­ 
bracing a declaration “for a league 
of nations” and praising “the excep­ 
tional achievement at Paris involved 
in the adoption of a league and treaty 
so near akin to American ideals.” The 
president is praised for "steadfastly 
standing for the covenant agreed to,” 
and the Republican reservations and 
peace resolution are condemned. 
Some of the other features of the 
Virginia platform are: 
A declaration for an efficient mer­ 
chant marine with sale to American 
citizens, 
for 
operation 
under 
the 
American flag, of all merchant ves­ 
sels acquired by the government dur­ 
ing" the war. 
Condemnation of the 
Republican- 
congress for “vain and extravagant 
investigations, costing $2.OOO,OOO, re­ 
vealing nothing beyond the incapac­ 
ity of the Republican politicians to 
cope with the gravest problems^* 
A declaration 
that neither labor 
nor capital should at any time “take 
action that will jeopardize the public 
welfare,” and that strikes and lock­ 
outs should be supplanted by some 
method of amicable settlement.

HOUSE FAILS TO EET 


TO OVERRIDE VETO 


Washington, May 29. — The bouse 
failed to override President Wilson’s 
veto of the Knox resolution declaring 
the state of war with Germany to bo 
at an end. The vote was 219 to 162, 
failing to secure the necessary two- 
thirds to override the veto. 
Two 
Republicans voted to sustain 
the 
president’s veto, while 17 Democrats 
joined the Republican majority in an 
effort to override it. The Democrats 
voting to override the veto included 
Representatives Ashbrook and Sher­ 
wood of Ohio. 
The president’s position was as­ 
sailed by Republicans and defended 
by Democrats. Attacking the Repub­ 
lican leadership of congress, Repre­ 
sentative Connally, Democrat, Texas, 
challenged the party in control to 
present a straight-out resolution for 
repeal of all wartime legislation, and 
promised Democratic support in an 
effort to pass it in the event of a 
presidential veto. 
Declaring that passage of the Knox 
resolution would fix the date for re­ 
peal of wartime laws, Representative 
Mondell, the Republican leader, came 
back with a challenge to the Texas 
member to give proof of his ability 
to “deliver Democratic help,” but the 
answer was lost in a howl from both 
sides of the chamber. 
Later, Mr. Connally, without comr 
ment, threw into the house hopper a 
joint resolution providing for repeal 
of every bit of wartime legislation, 
effective on the date of the resolu­ 
tion’s passage. Soon after, Represen­ 
tative Ackerman, 
Republican, New 
Jersey, presented a similar resolu­ 
tion. 


Washington, May 29.—The financial 
sources of the “invisible” McAdoo 
boom, as it is described by Chairman 
Kenyon, held the attention of the sen­ 
ate committee investigating expend­ 
itures in the pre-convention presiden­ 
tial campaigns. 
Angus McLean of North Carolina, 
a director of the war finance corpo­ 
ration, denied that he “was a sort of 
southern manager for Mr. McAdoo’s 
candidacy,” but later related a con­ 
versation he had with the former 
treasury secretary, which, he said, 
was concluded with a statement by 
Mr. McAdoo that a man coition I de­ 
cline” a presidential nomination if 
tendered him. 
Louis J. Lang, reporter for the New 
York American, was questioned close­ 
ly as to newspaper articles which he 
had written, alleging that a $5,000,000 
fund had been underwritten for a Mc­ 
Adoo campaign. 
He refused to dis­ 
close the names of his informants, 
but said “members of the Democratic 
national committee” corroborated the 
stories. Chairman Kenyon announced 
the committee had summoned others 
in connection with this branch of the 
inquiry. 
Mr. McLean’s testimony disclosed 
attempts of Mr. McAdoo’s friends in 
New York to get together upon cam­ 
paign efforts, notwithstanding the in­ 
junction of their principal. 
Harry 
M. 
Daugherty, 
campaign 
manager for Senator Harding, Repub­ 
lican, of Ohio, was recalled. 
Ques­ 
tioned by Senator Reed, the witness 
said two Ohio newspapers, the State 
Journal and the Columbus Dispatch, 
had supported Senator Harding at 
first, but later had supported General 
Wood. 
Senator Reed sought an ex­ 
planation. “I would be willing to go 
this far,” Mr. Daugherty said. “There 
was a very active campaign made 
around Columbus for General Wood.” 
Daugherty added there was a very 
expensive campaign of advertising in 
Ohio for General Wood, “but we have 
no complaint about it.” 
A long list of witnesses has been 
summoned to throw further light on 
the candidacies of Palmer, McAdoo 
and Johnson. It Is alleged that liquor 
was sold openly In Pennsylvania dur­ 
ing the primary campaign; 
that a 
group of wealthy men undertook to 
underwrite the Democratic national 
campaign to the extent of $10,000f000, 
provided the national Democratic or­ 
ganization would drop Palmer and 
support McAdoo for the Democratic 
nomination, and that large sums of 
money were spent in the California 
cagiest.

Washington, May 29— By a vote of 
5 to 3 the senate agriculture commit­ 
tee ordered a favorable report on the 
McNary bill, providing for an export 
imbargo on sugar. Those supporting 


.he bill were Senators McNary of Or­ 
egon, Capper of Kansas, Kenyon cf 
.owa and Norris of Nebraska, Repub 


Jeans, and Harrison Af Miseisippi and 
Kendrick of Wyoming, Democrats. 
Senators Smith of Georgia. Smith of 
South. Carolina and Ransdel of Lou­ 
isiana opposed it. Before taking final 
action the committee amended the 
m easure so that it would not affect 
sugar sent to the United States by 
foreign countries or their nationals 
to be refined. 
Early senate consider­ 
ation of the bill is planned by Sena­ 
tor McNary. 
Favorable report was ordered by 
the senate interstate commerce com­ 
mittee 
on the Poindexter bill, de­ 
signed 
to 
prevent interruption 
of 
transportation by strikes of railroad 
employes. 
The committee amended 
the measure by attaching provisions 
similar 
to the 
anti-strike 
clauses 
eliminated from the railroad reorgan­ 
ization bill after labor leaders had 
made strong protests. 
The bill as reported would make a 
felony of any proven intent to ob­ 
struct or prevent the movement of 
commodities in interstate commerce 
by persuading persons to quit work 
or by destroying property, and would 
provide for the punishment of per­ 
sons who, through violence or threats, 
prevent 
employes from 
continuing 
work. The anti-strike provision of the 
railroad bill as added to the Poindex­ 
ter measure would prohibit two or 
more 
persons 
from 
conspiring to 
bring about a strike that would tie 
up interstate commerce.

Washington, 
May 29. — Shippers 
were warned by the interstate com­ 
merce commission that they must co­ 
operate with the railroads and the 
government in breaking the freight 
jam. 
The notice was served in the 
tora of an order directing fire rail­ 
roads entering Galveston immediately 
to unload 2,700 cars of grain held in 
the yards there and to restore the 
cars to service. 
The commission’s action also' gave 
indication that shippers who order 
cars will he required to load them 
promptly and that no delay will be 
tolerated on the part of the shipper 
after the cars once are made avail­ 
able to him. Railroads also have com­ 
plained that the holding of cars was 
not uncommon, adding to the conges­ 
tion in terminals. 
Since the government turned the 
roads back to private control, three 
months ago, the stronger companies 
lave placed orders for $150,000,000 
worth of new equipment. 
The total 
equipment needs of the roads are es­ 
timated by the Association of Rail­ 
way Executives at $610,000,000 for 
1920, and additions and betterments 
are estimated to require expenditures 
of approximately $400,000,000 addi­ 
tional.

The league of nations plank, which 
declared for ratification of the treaty 
of Versailles “without reservations 
which would impair its essential in­ 
tegrity,” was particularly commended 
by the president. He also singled out 
for praise the platform ’s declarations 
on finance and reconstruction, which 
included a general proposal to revise 
tax laws and deplored agitation for 
“an indiscriminate bonus” for soldiers 
of the great war. 
The letter was addressed to Sena­ 
tor Glass of Virginia, who drafted the 
state 
platform, and its publication 
from the White House generaJly was 
regarded 
as 
forecasting what 
the 
president and his supporters would 
expect to be w ritten into the party’s 
national platform at San Francisco. 
The national platform was not men­ 
tioned 
directly 
by 
the 
president, 
though he wrote that the Virginia 
Democrats had “set forth the attitude 
of the party” on the league of nations 
and other im portant issues. 
The league plank occupies a large 
place in the Virginia platform, em­ 
bracing a declaration “for a league 
of nations” and praising “the excep­ 
tional achievement at Paris involved 
in the adoption of a league and treaty 
so near akin to American ideals.” The 
president is praised for "steadfastly 
standing for the covenant agreed to,” 
and the Republican reservations and 
peace resolution are condemned. 
Some of the other features of the 
Virginia platform are: 
A declaration for an efficient m er­ 
chant marine with sale to American 
citizens,

HOUSE FAILS IO OEI 
TWO-THIRDS VOTE 
TO OVERRIDE VETO 


W ashington, May 29. — The house 
failed to override President Wilson’s 
veto of the Knox resolution declaring 
the state of war with Germany to be 
at an end. 
The vote was 219 to 162, 
failing to secure the necessary two- 
thirds to override the veto.

Republicans voted 
to 
sustain 
the 
president’s veto, while 17 Democrats 
joined the Republican majority in an 
effort to override it. 
The Democrats 
voting to override the veto included 
Representatives Ashbrook and Sher­ 
wood of Ohio. 
The president’s position was as­ 
sailed by Republicans and defended 
by Democrats. 
Attacking the Repub* 
bean leadership of congress, Repre­ 
sentative Connally, Democrat, Texas, 
challenged the party in control to 
present a straight-out resolution for 
repeal of all wartim e legislation, and 
promised Democratic support in an 
effort to pass it in the event of a 
presidential veto. 
Declaring that pas-sage of the Knox 
resolution would fix the date for re­ 
peal of wartime laws, Representative 
Mondell, the Republican leader, came 
back with a challenge to 
the Texas 
member to give proof of his ability 
to “deliver Democratic help,” but the 
answer was lost in a howl from both 
sides of the chamber. 
Later, Mr. Connally, without com­ 
ment, threw into the house hopper a 
joint resolution providing for repeal 
of every bit 
of wartime legislation,

Washington, May 29.—The financial 
sources of the “invisible” McAdoo 
boom, as it is described by Chairman 
Kenyon, held the attention of the sen­ 
ate committee investigating expend­ 
itures in the pre-convention presiden­ 
tial campaigns.

Mr. Telleen said thai he hoped riv- 
Jfclrv among branch chapters 
of the 
IRed Cross would disappear entirely. 
[and that there would be a unified ser- 
[vioe among them. 
He declared 
also 
aal the Red Cross would cooperate 
nth any local existing organization 
cpu bl ie service, The dollar and cents 
„ _fue of the home service, and the nur­ 
sing as carried on by the Red Cross 
can be proven said the speaker and he 
*Iso pointed out the peace time work 
of the organization in stemming epi- 
idemics. 
Part of the dollar which you 
give 
here for your Red Cross- is expended 
in fighting typhus fever in Central 
Europe. Without the war bein? wag­ 
ed against it at its breeding place we 
would have to fight the same battle 
against it over here, said the speaker. 
Mr. Telleen also pointed out 
the 
manner in which the various divisions 
of the Red Cross home service dove­ 
tail. continuing; and making more pre­ 
lect their efficiency. 
Miss Eva B. Sage, f|?ld director for
